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In a tweet size, how would you describe yourself? 
Photographer who loves Alternative Fashion. 


Why did you become a photographer? 
i received a camera as a High School Graduation 
present along with a trip to India with my Father. 
Had a picture published in the newspaper from 
the trip 


| put myself through two years of college working 
as a newspaper photographer. Lost much of my 
eyesight in a motorcycle accident and was not 
able to resume photography for many years until 





auto focus became available. When | started 
again, I had friends in Fashion school and started 
taking pictures of them. 


Do you considerer yourself a Fetish photogra- 


pher? Why? 

Yes, for sure. Anything can be a Fetish, and mine 
happens to be Latex. | love the look, the feel and 
the way it flows over the body, the way light is re- 
flected and absorbed. | think it heightens the se- 
xuality of the body. 


What is your definition of beauty? 
Those qualities that please the senses, not just 
sight but all the senses. 





Do you believe photography is underestimated 
and considered a minor art? 

Um sure many people don't think of photography 
as an art at all just a way to record moments. This 
is probably more true now since everyone carries 
a camera in their phone. There is less apprecia- 
tion for images since we are bombarded with 
them all the time. Sadly, many people can not dis- 
cern between a snapshot and a photograph. 


Is the world ready for your photos? 

| shoot for my own pleasure, and to produce ima- 
ges that my subjects also like, Ready or not, 
that's what | do. 


What is your favourite shooting theme? 
Alternative fashion, mostly Latex. | rarely shoot 
nudes, there are plenty of photographers who | 
know do a great job with that theme, but | think 
there are fewer who understand and shoot Latex 
the way I do 


What's your shooting style? Are you a fast shoo- 
ter or a slow shooter (ie in a session do you take 
a lot of photographs vs just a few but spend more 
time on each one)? 

Coming from a film background, | am definitely a 
slow shooter. Of course, speed depends on how 
good the model is at posing and changing expres- 
sions. | still rarely take more than 36 images from 
a look. If can't get what want by then, | probably 
won't be able to get it if | shoot a thousand. 





How do you prepare your sessions? 

1 often start with wardrobe I've acquired. | have 
several designers that | follow and I'm more apt 
to use something they have produced, but in a dif- 
ferent color scheme. | can go to them with my 
ideas and have them construct what | envision 
too. | have several models who I know will fit cer- 
tain ideas/looks that | want to capture. | don't use 
a Mood Board, but | do make lists of how | want 
each look to come together. I alsobrainstorm with 
my model as they often have great suggestions 
19 the final look and pose. 
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How important are wardrobe and make-up in the 
final result on your images? 

Vital. don't think | ever go into a shoot without a 
concrete idea of what the wardrobe will be. MU is 
also very important when doing close up work. 
For that, a good MU Artist is priceless and I have 
several | can depend on to do stellar work. 


Is it difficult to gain your models’ trust? 
No, I'm pretty sure everyone who works with me 
has done some homework and knows my repu- 
tation, I'm careful not to say or do anything that | 
think might upset them. Also, having a MUA on 
set helps them to relax. like to discuss the shoot 
while they are in the MU chair so they know what 
to expect. 


Have you ever run out of inspiration during a pho- 
toshoot? 


Ihave had several times where | could not achieve 
what | had hoped to. Not the fault of the model, 
but something just didn't click that day. | always 
manage to get a few shots for the model in any 
case, | just don't wind up using those images for 
myself. | do know several models that | have shot 
over multiple days, and those models make every 
effort worthwhile. 








Do you like sharing all pictures or do you keep 
some only for you? 

Sometimes I let models pick which images they 
like, some seem happy to let me pick. | don't rele- 
ase all the images from a shoot, but anything I 
edit is shared with my model and MUA. 





Do you believe that feelings can be portrayed? 
Yes, but feelings are more the work of the model. 
I can share an idea, and hope she can bring it to 
life for the image. 


Do you prefer to shoot in a studio or in a location? 


| shoot most often in my home studio. | know how 
my lights behave, | have a great choice of back- 
drops and furniture too, Since the model and | are 
often throwing ideas back and forth, having a 
wardrobe room and accessories available makes 
it easier to make minor changes, and implement 
new ideas. 


| recently started shooting outdoors again, in a 
local Forest. | wish there was an ocean near me, | 
would love to shoot in the water as I did long ago. 





What makes you different from other photogra- 
phers? 


Since shoot for myself, don't have anyone's ex- 
pectation to fill. If this was a job where I had to 
produce work for someone else's idea, | doubt | 
would even pick up a camera. 





What is more important today: mastering the ca- 
mera or Photoshop? 

My goal is to get as much of my idea right in the 
camera, but | use whatever tools in Photoshop | 
need to achieve my goal. There is no secret for- 
mula that works for every image. 


What equipment do you use? Why? 

My first camera was a Nikon Ftn and I've stayed 
with Nikon all my life. | still have lenses from the 
60's that are still useable. | have both a D7100 
and a Full frame D610, both give me excellent re- 
sults. I'm also a fan of Nikon's CLS lighting 
system for locations, and use Hensel lights in the 
studio. | also have an Alien Bee Ring Flash for a 
different look. 











In the digital era, can anyone be a photographer? 

Anyone can take a picture, to see something in your mind and have the abi- 
lity to produce that idea in your camera takes a bit more skill. I think learning 
on film, before any auto settings has helped me be a better photographer. 


Do you prefer B/W or full color pictures? Why? 

Starting as a newspaper photographer gave me an appreciation for produ- 
cing compelling images in the tones between Black and White. However, | 
much prefer the vivid tones of the colors available in Latex material. 


What is the most tedious task in photography? 

Easily it's the preparation of the studio and lighting, and then tearing every- 
thing down and washing the Latex which needs to be done right after the 
shoot. 








Have you ever dreamt something and when you wake up you thought: "I 
have to express it through a picture"? 

When | started at the newspaper, all my images were from assignments, no 
personal projects. | did purchase a headdress with an idea for a shoot that 
became clearer over several nights dreams. | sourced a dress, boots, staff, 
MUA and a model to make it happen. Very satisfying project.

PHOTO IS EVERYTHING FROM THE SET, LIGH- 

TING AND MOST IMPORTANTLY POSE AND FA- 
CIAL ASPECTS OF THE MODEL. 
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In a tweet size, how would you describe yourself? 
A professional fetish photographer with a latex 
obsession. 


Why did you become a photographer? 
Photography is an amazing opportunity to bridge 
the gap between a technical and artistic approach 
that can never really be mastered. There is always 
something new to try, or something to learn, or an 
idea to capture which continually pushes me out 
of my comfort zone. Creating art that makes pe- 
ople go "Oh Wow" is such a rewarding feeling 
Being able to capture a feeling or emotion and 
share that with people is really why | am a photo- 
grapher. 


Do you considerer yourself a Fetish photogra- 
pher? Why? 

Absolutely, | consider myself a fetish photogra- 
pher. Take a quick look through my profile and it 
won't take long to realize I have a fetish for latex 
and PVC. Having a passion for latex shows in the 
art | capture, there is an emotion that goes into 
capturing my photos and is a result of a shared 


love for latex with many of the people | work with. 
What is your definition of beauty? 

At its basic level | define beauty as what makes 
up a person, it's in their personality, confidence 
and how they treat people. Beauty is not just an 
outward appearance, rather what really defines 
someone, it's how they make you feel, how they 
act, it's really who someone is. 


Do you believe photography is underestimated 
and considered a minor art? 

Without a question photography is underestima- 
ted. Since smartphones have flooded the market, 
everyone has the opportunity to be a “photogra- 
pher”. While it's important to capture the “mo- 
ment”, "life experiences" or "selfies" | think there 
is a place for professional photography. There is 
a lot of effort that goes into a photoshoot, from 
outfit planning, location selection, lighting choi- 
ces, etc. With everyone being a photographer 
these days, it is often misunderstood how much 
training, preparation, experience, equipment and 
outfits that goes into a photoshoot to capture the 
desired end result. Photography is a very powerful 
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emotional tool, not only when evoking an emotion 
in the final photos, but also during the actual pho- 
toshoot itself, let me explain. I have a lot of clients 
that elect to keep their photos for personal 
wing only. | have many clients come back time 
and time again because they feel empowered and 
beautiful during the photoshoot itself, with the op- 
_ tion to re-live that feeling every time they reflect 
on the photos from our sessions. Photography is 
И evolving and photographers need to evolve with 
it, much like how media streaming affected the old 
movie rental stores (remember those) 


Is the world ready for your photos? 
Absolutely! It's time for the world to see and ap- 
preciate a balanced latex fetish / glamor photo- 
graphy twist and appreciate that fetish can also 
be fashion! 






What is your favourite shooting theme? 

Without a question | love shooting latex! There is 
an art, which took me years t 
to capturing the incredible shir 
latex. A lot of effort goes into lighting for a latex 
photoshoot. Any latex fe t will understand 
and appreciate that. 











What's your shooting style? Are you a fast shooter 
or a slow shooter (е in a session do you take a lot 
of photographs vs just a few but spend more time 
on each one)? 

My shooting style really depends on my client. 
Some clients are very new to photoshoots and re- 
quire a little more quidance with poses, they are 
nervous in front of the camera, etc. | always take 
the time to connect with my clients / models to 
make them feel comfortable and adjust my style 
based on their response. Some photoshoots go a 
little longer as we setup the scenes and fine tune 
each pose. | have some clients / models | work 
with a lot and we have a rhythm and synergy that 
allows us to do rapid shooting, the problem can 
be selecting photos at the end of the shoot! With 
every shoot, | take my time preparing and getting 
the lighting just right before we actually starting. 





How do you prepare your sessions? 
Being in the proper mental state is the absolute 
most important thing in preparing for a shoot. It's 
important for me to come into a shoot relaxed and 
not rushing from one job to another. Music is a 
fantastic way to start the mental preparation for 
a shoot, visualizing the shoot and reviewing photo 
ideas helps put me in the right frame of mind. | 
have checklists for everything and that helps en- 
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sure | have the right gear pre-packed before and 
am not rushing around just prior to the shoot. It's 
important that | show up to a shoot early, calm, 
confident and well prepared, as my clients will 
sense that and it will show in the photos. The 
other important aspect to preparing for a shoot is 
‘open communication with the client, we talk about 
outfit ideas, pose ideas and what the goal of the 
shoot prior to ever shooting. Having surprises 
after the client shows up doesn't usually end up. 
well. 





How important are wardrobe and make-up in the 
final result on your images? 

Wardrobe and make-up can take a final product 
from "good" to "outstanding". Let's take that one 
step further, wardrobe and makeup have to match 
the location the lighting and fit with the mood of 
the image. Everything has to come together to 
make an image pop. For example, you have to 
consider if there are color clashes (and when you. 
want to break the rules to emphasize something). 
For a successful photoshoot everything has to 
come together. 


Is it difficult to gain your models’ trust? 
1 have been fortunate as | haven't had a problem 
gaining trust from my models. The first impres- 
sion usually sets the stage and starts the trust 
building process and | am fortunate my work has. 
been well received, which helps from the begin- 
ning. From initial contact, | tend to over commu- 
nicate and include the model with every step of 
the process. | explain my process up front and al- 
ways deliver on what | say | will. One thing | find 
builds a lot of trust isto involve the model with the 
final photo selection. | share the proofs with the 
model before making final edits for the world to 
enjoy. Many of my clients / models turn into won- 
derful friendships. 


Have you ever run out of inspiration during a pho- 
toshoot? 

1 don't often run out of inspiration, but yes | have 
had that happen a few times. | put 100% effort into. 
every shoot do, which can be very tiring. If shoot 
too long in a day and | become tired, that's when 
the inspiration starts to be affected. My approach 
when that happens is to mix it up a little and try a 
new look, new lighting or take a break for a few 
minutes. | always bring an attitude of “let's try this 
or that", which re-sparks inspiration and energy is 
brought back into the shoot. I have a few tricks to 
keeping inspiration up, but | can't give away all my 
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Do you like sharing all pictures or do you keep 
some only for you? 

1 share most of the photos with the models as 
part of the selection process, but of course there 
are some behind the scenes photos that keep 
and don't share. | focus on quality, not quantity 
and as such | will only ever release edited photos 
for public viewing. | am proud of the style / brand 
Ihave created and | want to ensure my photos are 
always viewed in the best light. 





Do you believe that feelings can be portrayed? 

Feelings can certainly be portrayed in an image. 
The mood of the image is important when evoking 
feelings from the viewer. Building the story of a 
photo is everything from the set, lighting and 
most importantly pose and facial aspects of the 
model. Attention to detail is important, where are 


the eyes looking, what is the body language, how 
is the posture, etc? My goal is to evoke an emo- 
tion from the viewer, based on the intent of the 
image. 


Do you prefer to shoot in a studio or in a location? 
Why? 

Call me old school, but | prefer shooting in a stu- 
io. like the extra room and ability to control the 
lighting to tailor the exact look I have envisioned. 
Interestingly, do a lot of location shooting which 
can be fun but is a lot trickier, often with limited 
space and ability to control light. When hosting 
several shoots in the same location it really stret- 
ches me to come up with different looks between 
models. No one wants images that look the same 
as the other person. 





What makes you different from other photogra- 
phers? 

That's a great question... | think what make me 
different from other photographers is that my 
style is unique and the first thing people comment 
on when looking at my work. It's important to me 
to have a style and stick to it, while still experi- 
menting and learning. | also see a lot of photo- 
graphers advertising really low rates and 
promises to deliver hundreds of photos, while | 
stick to my motto of quality over quantity. | am not 
a good fit for everyone and | am ok with that. 


What is more important today: mastering the ca- 
mera or Photoshop? 

Mastering the camera and lighting is becoming 
less and less common. Creating a photo is a lot 
like painting, think of the image from the camera 
as the canvas. You need to start with something 
great to make the final product outstanding. Call 
me a bit of a purist, I like to get everything right in 
camera and then take the image to the next level 
with editing. That being said, | like showing the 
models photos from the back of the camera as we 
shoot, so | think it's important to nail the camera 
and lighting settings. A combination of both in- 
camera work and photoshop is what it takes to 
make a stellar image. 


What equipment do you use? Why? 

We are going to start a debate here, aren't we? s I 
am a Nikon shooter. The primary reason is when 
1 started in photography it was with a Nikon ca- 
mera. As | evolved as a photographer | started to 
grow my lens collection and it just didn't make 
sense to me to swap brands and lose the inves- 
tment have in glass. That being said, there are a 
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lot of great brands on the market and it's more 
about how to use the camera than brand. For ligh- 
ting, [use бодох lighting, they have a great system 
and it just works and is easy to travel with. 


In the digital era, can anyone be a photographer? 
Everyone is certainly becoming a photographer 
with the smartphones being readily available. With 
an estimated 2.6 billion smart phones in the world, 
that is a lot of photographers! As mentioned be- 
fore, it's different capturing “events of life” versus 
a magazine worthy image or an image to put up on 
the wall. It's impressive that photos that can be 
delivered from the snap of an iPhone camera and 
a quick filter, but | think it still takes a team of pro- 
fessionals to put the polish on photos that make 
people gasp with excitement. The big part of a 
photoshoot in the connection between the model 
and the camera, it's not just about the tools, rather 
it's about the whole experience and bringing out 
emotion, 





Do you prefer B/W or full color pictures? Why? 
1 sometimes have clients ask specifically for B&W, 
which | am happy to accommodate, but | love color 
photos. I love incorporating color into my images 
for a special feeling. It's a delicate balance when 
adding additional color into photos, it can really 
backfire and ruin an image if not done properly. 
When done properly color can really make images 
pop! 


What is the most tedious task in photography? 
Without a question it's the editing! Getting the ligh- 
ting and settings right “in camera” really helps in 
the editing process, but there is still a lot of effort 
that goes into editing. | used to take 45 min per 
image, now have it down to approx. 15-20 min per 
photo. I like to focus on quality, not quantity. | have 
considered outsourcing the editing, but then I lose 
control of my vision, so it's just part of the process. 


Have you ever dreamt something and when you 
wake up you thought: "I have to express it through 
a picture"? 

Does day-dreaming count? | have had this happen 
a few times, for me this usually happens randomly 
through the day. The other thing that happens is 
when someone reaches out to book a shoot, will 
look through their profile and have ideas pop into 
my head and | think “Oh, I have the perfect idea for 
them 





Is there any person you would specially love to 
have in front of your lenses? 
1 have been so fortunate to work with so many 


amazing people in the past. There are so many ta- 
lented people who share a passion for latex, those 
are the people | love to have in front of my lens. | 
have a long list of people it would be amazing to 
collaborate with. 


Tell us about your future projects. 

1 have a few projects on the go right now, I can't 
talk a lot about it until they are released, but let's 
just say | think it will tum some heads. | have a few 
projects where | am starting to capture more of the 
Dominant / submissive relationship while keeping 
the glamor look. | can't wait to share those with 
the world! 


And finally, would you like to add something for 
our readers? 

! would encourage anyone with an interest in pho- 
tography to get out and start exploring and don't 
get discouraged when the photos don't turn out 
how you envisioned ~ that's part of the fun lear- 
ning!

How did you get to your job? 
A simple answer would be - I worked for DeMask. 
But it is not true. My two years long praxis there 
only speeded-up my interest in latex 


How long have you been doing this for? 
| figured it out, It's been 15 years. | started when 
there were only legends about latex in Bohemia 


Is it only your job or is there anything more bet- 
ween you and latex? 

Lam a latex fetishist who also has a gift from God 
- the ability to look at the person and to see her 
or him in latex immediately. In the costume that 
match the body and the personality. Moreover, | 
can create it afterwards 


Is latex more suitable to the bed or for a walk in 
the park? 

Both. In the time I've been doing this, technology 
has changed, so | can do everything right now. 
Last time | made a fashion show with a punk 
band, and | adapted it to the costumes for exam- 
ple. 





Is latex a common thing now? 
Latex will be always something special. Yes, 
today | can make suits in common cuts, but it's 
not about the mass production in thousands of 
pieces to walk in the street. Latex will always at- 
tract too much attention 


Are you a model? 

No, | like producing costumes for models, I'm pro- 
ducing fashion shows, but I'm basically a shy girl 
Latex producer and shy girl? 

Yes, it can happen. | present myself through my 
models. In every single costume is a part of me. 
That's why I love original designs that do not сору 
anything that exists. | prefer to have customers 
who leave my hands free and do not know what | 
am doing for them until the last moment. 


Do you really have costumers, that do not know, 
what do you produce for them? 

Not many, but they are some. | need to get to 
know them good, their personality, to get a little 
inside them and then it is quite simple. Although 
| always have a little worry if they will like it. For- 
tunately, no problem has arisen, 


How is Praha for fetishists. 
Prague is a cosmopolitan city tolerant to alterna- 
tive subcultures, When you appear in latex on the 
street, nobody calls a police. But the Czech Repu- 
blic is not just Prague. | live in the on the other 
side of the republic. 
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Are you living in the countryside? 

Yes. It's a nice village in the middle of nowhere. The 
countryside is still perceived by the stereotypes of the 
conservative population who do not accept anything 
that is not like the last hundred years. My family, my 
friends, even a teacher at my daughter's school know 
my job. 


How does the family role and fetish designers work 
together? 

Seamlessly. The most important thing is to play an 
open game. | have little children. They love my pro- 
ducts. They look at them as colorful beautiful things. 





When | finished a dalmatian costume for example, 
both of my children wanted the same. 


Do you prefer shooting indoors or outdoors? 
Definitely outdoors. My work is not sterile, as is so- 
metimes the case with photo studios. | love, when 
embedded in context, into the right exterior, which can 
be nature, urbex, or even a square filled by tourists. 


Why do you like the fetish world? 
Itis creative, colorful, fragrant, sexy, and provocative. 
I have to admit that | like to provoke. Well, not me, but 
my models 











How do you feel in latex suits? 

You have to ask my models for that. But I love latex 
too. But not in the show, but in the party with my 
friends. 


Who is your favorite model? 

Ihave a close working relationship with world-known 
Honeyhair. We are friends for many years, and | ad- 
mire her way how she become a star. But my models 
and models are also "common" people with "common 
work", My core-group, with whom І perform, has 5-8 
people, with staff working in social services, mana- 
gers, business owners, or hands-on workers. | do not 
want to create just that beautiful world of models but 
also the world for normal people. Now | go with my 
team to the Passion 2018 fair in Hamburg. 


Is it easy to stay different, oris it all invented? 

Not at all. | love to talk to people around me and to- 
gether we create new ideas for costumes and mo- 
dels. | love this world precisely because it has no 
borders. When | do not find the invention on earth, | 
look for it in space. 

And one more thing is important to me - to create a 
beautiful costume for a beautiful model is not com- 
plicated, But creating for a person who does not have 
a perfect body curves, but looks elegant either, is a 
challenge. And | love it 


Do you prefer normal shooting or something more al- 
ternative? 

A story is important for me. Every photo, every show 
in itself must have something more than just the pre- 
sentation of models. So | do not care whether you are 
referring to "normal photography” or "something al- 
ternative". 


Are you producing any shows or performances? 

Ido 1-3 shows a year and it's the same with them as 
the shooting. It's not just a presentation of models 
but a show with a story where the costumes play the 
main role as well as the people. 


Do you think photoshop is breaking the reality? 
What is reality? Latex itself can really enhance reality. 
And when it reconciles with the photoshop, it produ- 
ces a wonderful product. But it must not be overtaken 
with him 


What wouldn't you do even if you were paid all the 
money in the world? 

1 do not need all the money in the world. Only thing | 
want is to have the full life. Life is about experiences. 
If have them, | am happy.
